a uood grain mixture Is about 2la 
cents a pound, while present price-; 
for hay or silage provide equally 
good digestible feed materials at 
about one-half tills cost.

BRITISH LABOR 
ASKS ACTION ON 
SPANISH PACT 


Calls on Baldwin to; 
Summon Parlia­ 
ment to Hear 
Charges. 


London. Oct. 20 (AP).—Leaders of 
the labor peaty Monday asked Prime 
Minister Stanley Baldwin to call 
parliament for an immediate session 
on the Spanish neutrality situation, j 
The laborites, in so doing, sided j 
with 
Russia 
representatives 
who j 
were plainly irked by what they 
called the “tortoise-like" pace of the 
neutrality committee. 
Relieves Pact Violated 
Clement R. Attice, laborite leader 
in the house of commons, wrote Mr. j 
Baldwin that “although allegations 
have not been proved definitely, 
there is strong ground for belief 
that the policy of non-intervention J 
(in Spain) has been deliberately 
violated.'” 
«Associated Press Editor's Note— 
Russia and the Madrid govern­ 
ment both have protested to the 
committee that Germany, Italy 
and 
Portugal 
were aiding the 
Spanish fascists in direct viola­ 
tion of the neutrality pact.! 
“While it is true that the commit­ 
tee has initiated an investigation 
into these allegations.’’ Mr 
Attlee 
wrote, “we fear a delay, not wholly 
unavoidable, will enable the pblicy 
of 
non-intervention 
to 
be 
still 
iurther abused in order to aid those 
who are in a rebellion against the 
elected government of Spain. 
Wants Immediate Session 
“In view of the increasing gravity 
of the situation, we would ask you to 
consider the immediate summoning 
of parliament in order that the full 
position may be made public and 
the house of commons given the op­ 
portunity to consider how best to 
deal with it.” 
A Russian spokesman, comment­ 
ing on this development, called the 
neutrality committee "a farce.” al­ 
though 
he 
declined 
to 
disclose 
whether his government precipitate­ 
ly would withdraw from the body. 
Not to Play Into Hitler's Hands 
He termed “ridiculous” recent re­ 
ports that Russia might retract any 
move to join “the collective secur­ 
ity” of Europe. (Russia and France 
have

assistance 
pact 
against aggression.) 
"That is just what Hitler and 
company would want us to do." he 
said, “but, of course, we would not 
do it. 
We have been pursuing the 
spirit of the non-intervention agree­ 
ment Just as if the committee were 
actually alive, which, of course, it 
isn’t. 
“Tile committee Is dead—at least 
it has shown no signs of life so far."

Investigation. 


Cleveland, Oct. 20 (AP)—Canadian 
officials and representatives of the 
National Sand and Materials. Lt., 
bogan Monday a preliminary inves­ 
tigation cf the foundering on Lake 
Erie of the sand-sucker, Sand Mer­ 
chant, with the loss of nineteen 
lives. 
The Sand Merchant relied over in 
a gale west cf Cleveland Saturday 
night and sank. 
At dawn Sunday, 
when twe rescue ships arrived, only 
seven members of the crew, includ­ 
ing Capt. Graham MacLelland, re­ 
mained clinging to the sandsucker’s 
two upturned lifeboats.

Newark, N. J., Oct. 30 (A P). —

federal grand jury investigating the 
Paul H. Wendel case handed up 
Monday. 
An authoritative source disclosed 
the indicted persons probably would 
be arraigned within two weeks be­ 
fore Federal Judge Guy L. Fake, be­ 
fore whom the Indictments were re­ 
turned.

ments had been handed up and 
would be “ kept secret until such 
time as the United States attorneys 
releases them.”
